He had not proceeded far when 
the rain commenced to fall in torrents. 
Mr. Lux and brother hastened for shel­ 
ter and M-. Zoble commenced to drive 
as fast as he could. 
A loud clap of thunder suddenly deaf­

Mr. Lux and brother and the flash 
of lightning immediately before, the 
only one of tho afternoon, almost blind­ 
ed them. 
Glancing out from behind the crib 
Mr. Lux was surprised to see the horses 
of Mr Zoble lying flat on the ground 
aud the wagon motionless 
Fearing something had happened, 
Lux and his brother hastened to the 
wagon aud found Mr Zoble lying flat 
on his back on the wagon without erne 
vestige of clothing on excepting his 
shoes. 
The horses were dead.

tu ted for democracy. 
“In the insu rance frau ds we find 
the rascals holding a stronger grip 
on their ill-gotten gains. 
Moreover, 
when a larceny of $50,000 is adm itted 
we find the officers of the law not 
pu rsu ing b u t protecting and the whole 
cou ntry stands aghast at the specta­ 
cle." 
Mr. Cockran declared that the cam ­ 
paign contrib u tions b y the New York 
Life Insu rance com pany, which was 
adm itted b y George W\ Perkins, had 
served m erely to strengthen the firm 
of J. P. Morgan & Co., of which Mr. 
P erkins is a mem b er, and he declared 
that the action of the appellate divi­ 
sion of the su prem e cou rt, in declaring 
tha t 
these 
contrib u tions 
w ere 
not 
crim inal, had shocked the com m u nity. 
C ontinu ing on the su b ject of cam ­ 
paign contrib u tions b y insu rance com­ 
panies, Mr. Cockran said:

He spoke in the open air 
and nearly all of his im portant u tter­ 
ances w ere delivered du ring a heavy 
downpou r of rain. 
W hen he had fin­ 
ished b oth him self and his thou sand 
and m ore au ditors were drenched. 
No one deserted the celeb ration. 
The rain cam e su ddenly and there was 
no shelter in sight, and when the pres­ 
ident pau sed while u m b rellas were 
raised he rem arked, good-natu redly: 
“ 1 am sorry for you ladies, b u t asham ­ 
ed of you men b ecau se you are afraid 
you will m elt.” 
T here was no dou b t that the presi­ 
dent enjoyed the downpou r. 
W hen 
the first show er cam e he allowed him ­ 
self to b e covered with a ru b b er cape, 
b u t ju st as he had throw n it off It 
pou red again, and this tim e he took 
the w etting. 
To em phasize that his 
acts as president had b een free from 
malice, he b egged pardon of the dom­ 
inies and took a “text.” illu strating 
his point, from Lincoln. 
The senti­ 
m ent of this text ran throu gh his en­ 
tire speech, and when he said he wou ld 
“cu rb the tru sts.” he em phasized that 
in doing this du ty he wou ld act w ith­ 
ou t fear, favor or malice. 
He spoke 
for nearly an hou r. 
He was cheered 
on b y the waving of wet flags and 
cries of approval. No Incident m arred 
the festivities, which were held in 
Locu st Grove, a natu ral am phitheater 
in the ou tskirts of the village. 
Mrs. 
Roosevelt and the children were pres­ 
ent at the cerem onies. 
The president 
spoke as follow's: 
Mr 
Chairm an, and You , My Gid 
Friends and N eighb ors: 
It is a real 
and great pleasu re to have the chance 
of b eing with you today, to say a few’ 
words of greeting to you , and in a 
sense to give an accou nt of my stew ­ 
ardship. 
1 say in a sense, frL nds. b e­ 
cau se after all the stew ardship really 
has to give an accou nt of itself. 
If a 
man needs to explain over-mu ch what 
he has done, it is pretty su re proof 
that he ou ght to have dene it a little 
differently, and so as regards m ost of 
what I have done, I m u st let it speak 
for Itself. 
Bu t there are tw o or three things 
ab ou t which I want to talk to you to­ 
day. and if in the presence of dom ­ 
inies. I may ventu re to speak from 
a text 
1 shall take one from the 
words of Ab raham Lincoln, which he 
spoke in a rem arkab le little address 
delivered to a b and of people who w’ere 
serenading him at the W hite Hou se 
ju st after his re-election to the presi­ 
dency. 
He said (I q u ote from m em ory 
only): 
“In any great national trial 
hereafter, the men of that day as com­ 
pared with those of this will b e as 
weak and as strong, as silly and as 
wise, as b ad and as good. 
Let u s 
therefore stu dy the incidents of this, 
as philosophy from which to learn wis­ 
dom, and not as wrongs to b e aveng­ 
ed.” And he added later in the speech 
a tou ching and characteristic expres­ 
sion of his, saying “so long as I have 
b een here, I have not willingly planted 
a thorn in any m en’s b reast.” 
Now, friends, rem em b er that Lin­ 
coln faced the greatest crisis that thin 
nation has seen since the Revolu tion­ 
ary w ar for It was a crisis which ac­ 
cordingly as the resu lt went one way 
or the other, m eant n atioral life or na­ 
tional death: and yet with all his firm 
resolu tion of pu rpose, with all the u n­ 
b ending strength of his wtfl. with all 
the deep-seated Intensity and sincerity 
of b elief which alone cou ld have b orne 
him u p throu gh trials su ch as those 
he had to face, it was yet possib le for 
him to say with entire tru th that he 
b ore no rancor even to those who had 
gone hopelessly wrong. 
He treated 
the wrong as calling for a rem edy, not 
as calling for vengeance. 
It is in ju st 
that spirit that we as a nation, if we 
possess the power erf learning aright 
the lessons to b e tau ght u s b y L!n 
coin’s life, will approach ou r prob lem s 
cf today. 
W e have heard a great deal du ring 
the past year or two of the frightfu l 
iniq u ities In ou r politics and ou r b u s 
iness and the frightfu l wrong-doing in 
ou r social life. Now there is plenty of 
iniq u ity in b u siness. In politics, in ou r 
social life. 
Bu t there is no w arrant 
for growing hysterical ab ou t them. 
It is a poor trick to spend nine-tenths 
of the tim e in saying that there never 
was su ch iniq u ity as ia-show n In this 
nation and the rem aining tenth in 
saying that we are the most rem ark 
ab le nation that ever existed. 
Let u s rem em b er that the men who 
do things of which we com plain, ever, 
am ong those who do the worst, are 
A m erican citizens with mu ch the sam e 
tastes, tem pers and characters as we 
have, b u t who have b een exposed to 
fpecia l tempta tio n» . 
Of co urse tha re 


are sothe men who 
nt*ier§ nt7y * 
wicked, and for these only drastic pu n- * 
ishm ent will avail. 
Bu t very m any 
wrong-doers, 
especially 
when 
the 
wrongdoing is com m itted b y a whole 
class, are w rongdoers only throu gh 
force of circu m stances. 
Try to re­ 
move the cau ses of their wrongdoing: 
rem ove as far as may b e b oth the pow­ 
e r and the tem ptation to do wrong; 
b u t do not cu ltivate tow ard them a 
spir**. '/f rancorou s hatred which in the 
end « *’»! react m ost su rely u pcn ou r­ 
selves. 
W ar with the evils: b u t show 
no spirit of m alignity tow ard the m an 
who may b e responsib le for the evil. 
P u t it ou t of his power to do wrong: 
if necessary, pu nish him w here he has 
done wrong; b u t do not let this nation 
ever get into the fram e of mind which 
u nder infinitely greater provocation j 
A b raham Lincoln strove to prevent its 
falling into a t the tim e of the civil war. 
This year in congress ou r chief task 
has b een to carry the governm ent for­ 
w ard along the cou rse which I think 
it m u st follow consistently for a nu m ­ 
b er of years to come— that is, in the 
direction of seeking on b ehalf of the 
people as a whole, throu gh the nation­ 
al governm ent which represents the 
people as a whole, to exercise a m eas­ 
u re of su pervision, control and re­ 
strain t over the Individu als and espe­ 
cially over the corporal it.ns. of great 
w ealth, in so far as the b u siness u se 
of that w ealth b rings it w ithin the 
reach of the federal governm ent. 
We 
have accom plished a fair am ou nt and 
the reason that we have done so has 
b een in the first place b ecau se we have 
approached the task ab solu tely free 
from any spirit of rancor or hatred. 
In any su ch movem ent a m an will 
find that he has allies whom he does 
not like. 
You cannot protect prop­ 
erty w ithou t finding that you are pro­ 
tecting the property of some people 
who are not very straight.

against them win a I think they are 
doing wrong.

If the man is a decent man.

b y him; it he is not a decent man 
stand against him w hether he b e rich 
or poo« .

Ind., July 5—The w arrants 
on which were based the action of the 
Orange county authorities in raiding 
the casinos at French Lick and West 
Baden Springs were filed by Robert 
D. Machan of Indianapolis. 
The state 
has Its case well In hand. 
Gov ernor 
Hanly began work about a month ago 
getting ev idence. 
He has had three 
men playing at the resorts most of 
the time since then. 
The last one to 
come was Machan. 
He was deputy 
state statistician under B. F. John­ 
son. and it was Machan who rounded 
up the work and sw’ore out the war­ 
rants for the state on wThieh the raid 
was made. 
Under the direction of Attorney Gen­ 
eral Miller the costly gambling equip­ 
ments of both of these resorts was 
loaded into freight cars and brought 
to Paoli and placed in the custody of 
the sheriff of Orange county. 
It was 
impossible to celebrate the Fourth of 
July by a great bonfire of the two full 
carloads of costly equipment, but the 
indications are that the ax and fire 
will finish the stuff within the next 
month. 
Out of the Monte Carlo at the 
French Lick hotel were dragged: 
Nineteen 5, 25 and 50-cent slot ma­ 
chines of extrav agant designs; four 
roulette tables; the famous French 
Ltck Bookmakers’ Club wheel; two 
poker tables; two Klondike tables; 
one faro table; complete paraphernalia 
for making books on horseraclng: a 
v aried sort of other sim ilar equip­ 
m ents; many bushels of chips, cards, 
dice and “membership” cards. 
At the 
W est 
Baden 
resort 
the 
state’s harv est included: 
Six roulette 
tables; one wheel; the West Baden 
club table and wheel; two poker ta­ 
bles; a keno game outfit; thirteen 
elaborate 5, 25 and 50-cent slot ma­ 
chines: a complete poolmaktng outfit 
and other similar equipments—enough 
to crowd a large freight car. 
The 
equipment of both of the places that 
were raided made up the best lot of 
gambling dev ices that has ev er fallen 
into the hands of the state. 
The two 
carloads represent a good-sized for­ 
tune. 
The plan formulated by Gov ernor 
Hanly to close the resorts for good, 
or at least during his administration, 
seems to hav e been v ery* comprehen­ 
siv e. and to hav e been carried out 
successfully thus far by the attorney 
general and his deputy, and unless 
there are some most unusual rplings 
In the local courts, into which the two 
hotel companies, the gambling equip­ 
ments and the men w’ho were found 
operating and v isiting the resorts hav e 
been brought, the two hotel companies 
will be forced to suspend gambling or 
business. 
The gambling equipments, though 
costly, will 
go the way all other 
gambling material seized by the state 
goes. 
It will be destroyed, and the 
men found operating and v isiting tbe 
place will serv e time behind the bars 
of the Orange county Jail.
